Praise for France 


SypNEY. On arriving home after 10 
weeks in England. France. and America 
trainer T. J. Smith. Tulloch’s handler, de- 
clared that within 10 years France would 
be the leading racing and breeding coun- 
try. He was disappointed with the stand- 
ard of England’s present crop of 3- 
year-olds. 

“After seeing the stakes offered for 
major races in France and America. I am 
a stauncher advocate of totalisator betting 
as against the bookmaker than ever be- 
fore.” he said. “It is fantastic what the 
clubs’ returns from the tote have done 
towards increasing stakes in France and 
America.” 

Smith said that. after seeing the best in 
England and on the continent, he still felt 
that Tulloch was the world’s champion. 
Even with 141 pounds he would have little 
difficulty in winning this year’s £25,000 
Melbourne Cup at Flemington in Novem- 
ber. 

On paper he does look an imposing 
prospect for the great race, but of course 
there is always the danger that between 
now and Cup time a top-class Derby colt 
will hit the headlines: likewise a staying 
4-year-old with 10 pounds or more below 
the weight-for-age scale. 

English stayer Decoy. prominent in bet- 
ting on the spring handicaps. has wrested 
at least one title from stablemate Tulloch. 
He is now the most dangerous horse in the 
stable. He bites. strikes, and kicks much 
faster than Tulloch ever did. When being 
dressed he has to be chained. with the 
chain wound 3 times round the head collar 
to prevent him from turning his head to 
savage the dresser. 

Still. he is a handsome Thoroughbred. 
much admired by the experts for his con- 
formation. With 110 pounds. he is well 
treated in the Melbourne Cup and is one 
of trainer Smith’s good prospects. others 
being Grand Garry (Sydney Cup). Travel 
Boy (VRC Derby) and a top New Zea- 
lander stayer. Sparkler. The last-mention- 
ed is strongly fancied to win the Metro- 
politan Handicap. 13 furlongs. at the AJC 
spring carnival.

Time Is Running Out 


Despite the rationalizations of its advo- 
cates, the Arlington experiment indicates 
that the only reason for using Butazolidin 
is greed: to keep the horses running after 
purse money when they should be recuper- 
ating from whatever ails them. 


The foregoing paragraph. a conclusion 
to William Leggett’s cursory examination 


of the controversy over Butazolidin, ap- 
peared in Sports Illustrated of August 1, 
and it is typical of the high dudgeon all 
over the country. Writers who 6 months 
ago couldn't tell an analgesic from a red 
trillium have risen up to smite Kentucky 
and I[}linois for putting the good name of 
racing in jeopardy. 

The sooner the problem is taken care 
of. the better off racing will be. And not 
just the problem of Butazolidin: at issue 
now is the whole field of medication. With 
the advent each day of a new drug, the 
sport cannot be put in the awkward posi- 
tion of changing and making rules to 
accommodate the morning editions. The 
need is for a fresh, new look at the place 
of modern medicine in racing today—and 
by those whose training and experience: 
best equip them for the role. 

The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association apparently had some- 
thing like this in mind on July 28, when 
its national officers and board of directors 
recommended that horsemen throughout 
the naiion be provided with a list of per- 
missive medications. This presupposed, of 
course. a national policy with which all 
racing states were in accord. 

An HBPA official, elaborating on the 
recommendation, said that there was com- 
mon agreement among horsemen that they 
should not be denied the use of any medi- 
cation. unless pharmacologists held it to 
be a depressant or stimulant, simply be- 
cause a laboratory technician could de- 
tect it. 

“Those who have made such capital of 
the Butazolidin thing have reared a Frank- 
enstein monster,” he said. 

The monster will not be laid to rest 
unless the NASRC’s National Thorough- 
bred Research Committee produces a med- 
ication rule which clearly and reasonably 
defines the role of veterinary medicine in 
modern racing. It will take some courage. 

The committee has met twice, on June 
10 and June 27, without reaching an 
agreement. and time is running out, since 
some kind of national policy must be 
ready for the next meeting, some time 
this fall, of the NASRC’s Uniform Rules 
Committee. Our hope is that the committee 
will not be excessively influenced by a 
vocal, fringe minority. Our hope is that 
Butazolidin. right or wrong, will not be 
the central issue.

The Owners and the Breeders 


One of the first moves of the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, insti- 
tuted shortly after the organization was 
formed 26 years ago, was to devise and 
recommend the rule requiring a 25 per 
cent increase in the claiming price of a 
horse which became a starter within 30 
days after being claimed. The association 
was an official advocate of the rule sug- 
gested to minimize abuses of the claiming 
privilege; Hal Price Headley. as we re- 
member, did most of the devising. > 

After this one major contribution, the 
ATBA deliberately withdrew from any 
attempt to exercise a direct influence on 
racing rules and race track policies. Its 
membership has remained small and rel- 
atively inattentive, as individuals. to vari- 
ous projects undertaken by the organiza- 
tion, mostly in support of veterinary re- 
search and in dissemination of information 
useful to breeders. It is true that the 
ATBA owns The Blood-Horse, which has 
uttered many a pressful of report and 
commentary on policies in racing and 
affecting racing, but the remarks in these 
pages, sane or zany, never have represent- 
ed an authorized, or even an informal. 
statement of the association’s views. They 
carry the sanction of the organization only 
to the extent indicated by the fact that 
the present editor has been allowed to 
write as he pleased during the quarter- 
century the magazine has been published 
by the ATBA. 

At its annual meeting of 1960, held in 
the Reading Room at Saratoga on the 
morning of Friday, August 12, the ATBA 
faced the possibility of a change to a 
more active role in American racing. It 
voted approval of a resolution to study 
the proposal of a merger with the younger,

richer, and more ambitious American 
Thoroughbred Owners Association, pres- 
ently headed by Fred W. Hooper, with 
executive vice president J. Dana Tasker 
as the helmsman. In contrast to the ATBA, 
the owners’ organization is bursting for 
action. Precisely what action, it doesn’t yet 
know. or isn’t saying, but there is some 
conviction that the objectives of breeders 
and of owners are essentially the same— 
and that one organization would be more 
effective in achieving their common goals. 

There had been talk of the merger for 
months, ever since Tasker replaced Adm. 
Cato D. Glover as an executive of the 
ATOA. There were. and are, differences of 
opinion on the question. Some members 
were alarmed because action inevitably 
involves the possibility of error. Others 
simply wanted assurance that The Blood- 
Horse and its various departments would 
not be changed for nothing, or that, if 
changes were made, they would be for the 
better. 

The committee appointed by president 
Arthur B. Hancock Jr. to study the advis- 
ability of a merger and to “work out the 
details” with attorney Gayle A. Mohney, 
included strong representation for the 
dissenters and the cautious. Hancock ap- 
pointed Alfred Vanderbilt of Maryland, 
Daniel G. Van Clief of Virginia, W. 
Arnold Hanger of Florida, L. L. Haggin II 
and Leslie Combs II of Kentucky, and 
Edward Lasker of California, all of whom. 
with the exception of Lasker, were present 
at the meeting. Hancock, as president of 
the ATBA, and William du Pont Jr., as 
chairman of the board, were to serve ex 
officio on the committee. The character 
of this distinguished group was enough. 
perhaps, to allay the fears that the ATBA 
might make an Esau trade. 

President Hancock asked the committee 


to report its findings and recommendations book at a loss. 


by October 1, if possible, or in November, 
at the latest. He hoped to resolve the ques- 
tion, yea or nay, at a special meeting to 
be called for the earliest possible date 
after the report. The committee went to 
work at its first meeting the next day, 
with Dana Tasker sitting in. Arnold Hang- 
er was named chairman. 

We venture no guess as to the outcome 
of this exploration. But if it does result in 
a new organization replacing the 2 which 
now exist, we can look with confidence to 
the Owners and Breeders Association— 
if that is to be its name—for efforts direct- 
ed toward the betterment of racing in the 
United States. The strength and effective- 
ness of these efforts would depend upon 
many things, of course, but especially they 
would depend upon extension of member- 
ship and upon individual participation. If 
the prospect of action and of possible 
error is frightening, it should be remem- 
bered that the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, now the strongest 
organization of individual horsemen in 
North America, was mistaken in the first 
action it undertook. 

One aspect of the ATBA meeting will 
be disappointing to the few hundreds who 
have treasured the American Race Horses 
series since it was instituted in 1936 by 
Alfred Vanderbilt. Treasurer Clarkson 
Beard reported that the breeders’ associa- 
tion had insufficient funds to continue 
underwriting the annual publication. Pres- 
ident Hancock, who called it a most valu- 
able book (“I keep it on my desk all the 
time”), was unwilling to concede until he 
had made a personal effort to obtain suffi- 
cient underwriting of the next volume. But 
unless Hancock was successful, the deci- 
sion was automatic; the association did 
not have enough money to publish the

Cuicaco. The $50,000-added Arlington Matron Handicap 
was to be a “summit meeting” between C. V. Whitney’s Silver 
Spoon and William B. MacDonald Jr.’s Royal Native, equal 
highweights at 128 pounds. And like other summit meetings 
there was disagreement afterwards. 

The advantage had seemed to be with Silver Spoon. She 
had had 2 weeks to become acclimated since arriving from 
California; she had shown a liking for the track in workouts; 
and she had had one race over it. It mattered little that in 
that race she had dropped a nose decision to a 45-to-1 outsider 
from River Downs named Wee Fleet. The track was slow and 
Willie Shoemaker hadn’t unduly punished her. Finally, Silver 
Spoon drew No. 3 post position. a most advantageous one in 
a 9-furlong race at Arlington Park, where the first turn 
comes up very quickly. 

On the other hand. Royal Native, which had divided her 
time between Florida and the Eastern Seaboard, was flown in 
from New Jersey 4 days before the Matron. She got post No. 
14 in the surprisingly large field of 15. There were 4 scratches, 
leaving Silver Spoon in No. 2 and Royal Native in No. 10. 
Bill Hartack. who had the mount on Royal Native, pooh-poohed 
the matter of post positions before the race. “It won’t make 
a bit of difference.” he said. And he was right, Royal Native 
won, defeating Mrs. William H. Veeneman’s 6-year-old mare 
Wocdlawn (often a bridesmaid but seldom a bride) by a head 
in a bristling finish. In third place, 114 lengths farther back, 
came the favored Silver Spoon. which had lunged into the 
air at the break. It was a result that to many was not conclusive. 

Said Shoemaker: “We should have won, but for that 
bad start. Silver Spoon was up in the air in the gate when the 
man (starter Boots Dickerson) pulled it.” 

Hartack. of Royal Native: “She was the best mare in 
there. She ran real hard. I got into her at the half-mile-pole, 
and she really dug in. Those 2 mares challenged her, Silver 
Spoon from the outside and Woodlawn on the inside, but she 
fought them off. She was the best mare. I’ve gotten along well 
with her since the first time I rode her. She never gives up.” 

The most relieved man after the race was the trainer of 
the winner. Pete Gacicia. an Italian-American from Quincy, 
Mass.. who at 27 is the same age as Bill Hartack. 

“Boy, that pressure mounts up,” the clean-cut, handsome 
Gacicia said. “I’m glad that’s over with. What now? Well, we’re 
flying right back to Atlantic City, and hope we get an invita- 
tion to the United Nations Handicap. She’s a good grass horse. 
I think when Kenny Noe had her she won on the grass last 
year. Of course. whether we’d accept a bid to the United Na- 
tions. if we got one, would be strictly up to Mr. MacDonald.” 

Gacicia said, “This race removed any doubt I may have 
had in my mind, and probably anybody else’s mind, that she’s 
the best race mare in a good many years. 

“She’s not the soundest horse in the world, but she has 
it where it counts—in the heart. Two weeks ago (in the Dela- 
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Shuette, one of 19 foals in the first crop by Nashua, became her sire’s first stakes winner when she captured Saratoga’s 
Schuylerville Stakes, beating favored Little Tumbler by 14 lengths. Really Sumthin and Good Move were third, fourth. 


ware Handicap), even though she didn’t 
relish the going, she gave it all she had 
right to the end. 

“What’s wrong with her? She’s rheu- 
matic. Sometimes to watch her walk in the 
morning you wouldn't give 8 cents for 
her. You take her out of the stall in the 
morning, and she gives the impression 
she’s hurting. Once she warms up, she’s a 
tiger. She’s perfect, she’s a lady.” 

Gacicia said the filly had been given 
Butazolidin for the first time before the 
Matron. “On Dr. (Alex) Harthill’s advice 
I used it. He gave her a dose late Friday 
afternoon. We use Meticorten on her other 
times.” 

The trainer said that for a week follow- 
ing the Delaware Handicap he just 
“babied her along.” 

“The few works she’s had since then 
were strictly on her own. She was tight 
enough, and she loves to run. She’s long 
and lean, but rather deceiving in looks. 
She has tremendous girth, and her lung 
capacity is tremendous.” 

The Spinster Stakes at Keeneland in 
the fall is on Royal Native’s schedule, ac- 
cording to Gacicia. “There are also a 
couple of Eastern weight-for-age races for 
mares in the fall that we’re eyeing.” 

Gacicia hadn't noticed Silver Spoon’s 
bad start. “I was watching my mare.” he 
said. 

Before the front-stepping Wee Fleet had 
gone 50 yards, Silver Spoon was 9 or 10 
lengths out of it. But she recovered quickly 
and, saving ground close to the rail, was 
fifth after the first quarter, some 4 lengths 
behind Wee Fleet. Shoemaker had urged 
her rather briskly to get that close, how- 
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ever. Royal Native was fourth at this 
point, half a length ahead of Silver Spoon. 

While Royal Native gradually made 
progress on the outside. Silver Spoon did 
not appreciably better her position until 
the final bend. Royal Native. a solid sec- 
ond choice at 11 to 5, challenged Wee 
Fleet (110 pounds) turning for home. 
Indian Maid (115), the third choice, was 
still in contention but starting to fade. 
Woodlawn (110), Johnny Sellers up. was 
several lengths back in the pack. 


Royal Native forged to a length lead 
before reaching the final furlong marker. 
with Silver Spoon challenging in second 
place. Silver Spoon’s drive soon was spent. 
and Royal Native continued courageously 
to hold off Woodlawn in the mediocre 
time of 1:5025 over the lightning-fast 
treck. La Plume (108) and Lindaway 
(106) were a fast-moving fourth and fifth.

FLORIDA 
Pic-Six Nixed 


Miami. Saul Silberman’s attempt to in- 
stitute “Pic-Six” betting at Tropical Park 
this winter was emphatically frustrated 
by the Florida State Racing Commission 
at its meeting here August 11. 

In a prepared statement, read by com- 
mission chairman John Ring, “Pic-Six” 
was pictured as a _ heinous innovation 
which has no place at a major race track. 

Silberman, who had said earlier that 
an adverse decision “would not be the end 
of the world,” was bitterly disappointed. 

Silberman walked into the meeting less 
than five minutes before the Pic-Six de- 
cision was read. When Ring finished, 
Silberman took the floor and stated that 
he was in complete disagreement with 
every argument presented against the bet- 
ting game. More importantly, he said, he 
definitely would press for Pic-Six again 
when a new racing commission was ap- 
pointed early next year upon the ascention 
of Farris Bryant as Florida’s new governor. 

Some of the commission’s arguments 
were specious. Notably the one which 
claimed: “. . . the so-called new patron 
which this system would entice would be 
those who could least afford to gamble.” 

It is hard to believe that the commis- 
sion is seriously worried about people who 
cannot afford betting at a legalized pari- 
mutuel plant. 

Ring said that while Pic-Six did not 
constitute an extension of legalized gam- 
bling in Florida, it did involve an “over- 
emphasis” of it. 

He also noted that the revenues derived 
from the pari-mutuel plants in Florida 
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had reached an all-time high in the past 
year. “Racing does not need this type of 
additional stimulus,” Ring said. 

Silberman had argued that while Hia- 
leah and Gulfstream Parks did not need 
any gimmicks to increase their handles, 
Tropical Park was in a different position. 
Both Hialeah and Gulfstream set records 
last season in mutuel play; Tropical bare- 
ly equaled its play of the previous season. 

In denying Silberman’s request, the 
commission statement made these points: 

“This proposed Pic-Six has been pre- 
sented to the commission in the past (by 
jai-alai interests), and we have consist- 
ently denied such applications. 

“This commission does not consider the 
pari-mutuel industry in Florida a_ dis- 
tressed industry in need of additional 
stimulation as witnessed by the present 
prosperity of all the pari-mutuel facilities 
in Florida during the past year which 
produced the greatest revenue, to the 
tracks and to the state, in the history of 
pari-mutuel operations. 

“The commission concurs that. if  per- 
mitted, Pic-Six may increase the pari- 
mutuel play from which the state would 
derive more revenue, but we are of the 
opinion that the so-called new patron 
which this system of wagering would en- 
tice would be those who could least afford 
to gamble. and that the attendant pub- 
licity to this form of wagering. wherein 
large sums of money could be won, would 
raise false hopes among a group of people 
who could ill afford the losses. . 

“It is further our opinion that eventual- 


ly the economy of the community would 
suffer in that other businesses would be 
deprived of their just share of the eco- 
nomic dollar. This is particularly true if 
all the segments of the pari-mutuel in- 
dustry were allowed to operate this type 
of wagering. Although we do not con- 
sider it an extension of legalized gam- 
bling, this commission does view it as an 
overemphasis of legalized gambling which 
would ultimately remove the last vestige 
of sport from racing. 

“To date, this type of wagering has 
only been used at smaller tracks in the 
United States for promotional purposes, 
but has never been accepted for use by 
the larger tracks in this country. 

“Tt is the commission’s opinion that such 
a system of wagering will only tend to 
cheapen Florida racing in the eyes of the 
public. Therefore, for the above reasons, 
the application is denied.” 

Silberman. in his brief rebuttal, argued 
that Pic-Six was undeniably something the 
public wanted, that any businessman who 
didn’t give the public what it wanted was 
crazy. 

“lm just trying to put some new life 
in the industry . . . It gives the $2 bettor 
a much better run for his money.” 

The undeniable pressure from the local 
dog-track faction had its effect on the 
commission decision, but it was specu- 
lated that the attitude of the National 
Association of Racing Commissioners had 
the decisive influence on Ring. 

Pic-Six and allied betting systems came 
up for discussion at the recent meeting 


of NASRC at Mexico City, with Ring 
serving as panel moderator. Neil J. 
Curry. California Racing Board chairman, 
blistered Pic-Six, and Ring undoubtedly 
was impressed by the arguments. 

“The cure for poor attendance and low 
wagering does not lie in a horse race 
version of ‘Bank Night,’” Curry said. 
“There is a hard core of 25 per cent of 
the population in my state, and I think, 
in most other states, who would like to 
abolish racing. I feel over-commercializa- 
tion merely adds fuel to their arguments. 

“In my opinion a racing commission 
cannot... condone promotional gim- 
micks.” 

Pic-Six may come to Florida, but it 
won't happen this year.

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Howard Grant drove Robert Stofberg’s 55-year-old Navy Brass to a 2'4-length victory over Prize Host in the 114¢-mile = Nie, 


First Landing. Last year he won the Bel- 
mont and Travers Stakes and earned 
horse-of-the-year honors by defeating old- 
er horses in the Metropolitan and Mon- 
mouth Handicaps and in the weight-for- 
age Woodward Stakes and Jockey Club 
Gold Cup. He finished second in the Ken- 
tucky and Florida Derbys, Preakness 
Stakes, and Brooklyn Handicap. He was 
given top weight of 134 pounds in the 
Blood-Horse Handicap for 3-year-olds. 
Sword Dancer this season has won the 
Grey Lag Handicap, defeating First Land- 
ing, Whitley, and 8 others, and the Sub- 
urban Handicap, beating First Landing. 
Waltz, Bald Eagle, and 2 others in record 
time. He finished fourth in the Metropoli- 
tan Handicap, and was unplaced to Bald 
Eagle in the Widener and Gulfstream 
Handicaps, and to On-and-On in the 
Brooklyn Handicap.

Artist 
Allen F. Brewer Jr. bought Mereworth 
Farm’s Polynesian—*Stream of Gold II 
filly for $7,100, got several offers for her 
in the next 15 minutes, and resold her 
immediately after the Friday auction to 
Col. H. B. Marcus, owner of Glade Valley 
Farm in Maryland . . . Newstead Farm’s 
imported colt by Alycidon out of Ferry 
Pool, one of the most attractive individ- 
uals offered during the week, drew bids 
from Perne Grissom and from C. T. Chen- 
ery, who stopped after offering $40,000. 
The colt was knocked down, at $41.000. 
to Lt. Col. Robin H. W. S. Hastings of 
the British Bloodstock Agency, who re- 
ported that the youngster was bought for 
an American client, but that he would be 
returned to England to be trained by 
Goeffrey Brooke, who has handled *Our 
Babu, Masham, and other good ones. 


At last year’s sales, Isaiah Childress. a 
groom for more than 30 years at Nydrie 
Stud, was presented a gold watch by 
Humphrey S. Finney, commemorating 
Childress’ 25th year at Saratoga. Chil- 
dress arrived at Saratoga this year with 
some Keswick Stable horses, and shortly 
after he climbed down from the van he 
was accosted by an old friend. While he 
was showing the friend the watch Chil- 
dress was stricken by a heart attack and 


fell dead. 


Reginald N. Webster, accompanied by 
Dr. Horace N. Davis, was among the more 
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frequent bidders and buyers. He got 3 
of the 4 *Heliopolis yearlings sold at 
Keeneland and Saratoga, but this ap- 
peared to have been by coincidence. 


The sudden plunge of Charles W. Engel- 
hard into the market on the final night 
of the Saratoga yearling sales surprised 
nearly everyone on the grounds. excepting 
E. Barry Ryan. who may become the train- 
er of the 2 colts and a filly for which 
Engelhard laid out a total of $84,000. All 
3 purchases were from the Mereworth 
Farm consignment, and they included the 
Nashua—Misdemeanor colt at $55,000. 
second-highest price of the week. 

Through Engelhard Industries, of New- 
ark, N. J.. and its subsidiaries and foreign 
associates, Engelhard virtually controls the 
world production of platinum, palladium. 
iridium, osmium, and ruthenium, precious 
metals used in industry and to a lesser 
degree in the manufacture of jewelry. 
Engelhard makes his home at his small 
estate at Bernardsville, near Far Hills, 
and is well known as a political power in 
New Jersey. His interest in horses pre- 
sumably came from his father. who rode 
many years with the Essex Hunt and was 
a longtime advocate of bridle trails, be- 
lieving, like Wayne Dinsmore, that horse- 
back riding was one of the best health 
measures available. Charles Engelhard. 
perhaps schooling himself for his venture 
at home, has been racing in South Africa 
for several years. and he also owns a string 
of 2-year-olds in England. 


Most popular young stallion of the year, 
insofar as yearling buyers are concerned. 
is Nashua, whose daughter Shuette became 
his first stakes winner by defeating Little 
Tumbler in the Schuylerville a few hours 
before the first session of the Saratoga 
auctions. His sons brought some of the 
highest prices of the week, and a daughter. 
out of Miss Doreen, reached the maximum 
figure for a filly. When a season to 
Nashua, with return privilege. was offered 
at the beginning of the Friday night ses- 
sion, it was knocked down at $23,000 to 
Mrs. Charles S. Payson, of Greentree Stud. 
The underbidder was Lou Doherty. owner 
of the Stallion Station. “And I was bid- 
ding my own money.” said Doherty. by 
way of emphasizing the commercial value 
of the service. Proceeds from the season, 
offered “through the generosity of a 
gentleman interested in cerebral palsy.” 
were to be divided evenly between the Na- 
tional Museum of Racing and the cerebral 
palsy fund. 


Two handsome sons of *Turn-to, both 
offered by Newstead Farm in the closing 
minutes of the final session, made a total 


of $106,000. Olin Gentry, manager of 
Darby Dan Farm at Lexington, went to 
$65.000. highest price of the week, for the 
colt out of Hill Rose. daughter of Rose- 
mont and Miss Disco. Gentry was acting 
as agent for Mrs. John W. Galbreath and 
an associate whose identity was not reveal- 
ed. A few minutes later. Martin Traub 
went to $41.000 in outbidding Perne L. 
Grissom for the colt out of the young mare 
Java Belle. by *Djeddah out of the good 
stakes winner Whirlabout. dam of Spinn- 
ing Top. Traub, who operates a_ huge 
dairy near Tacoma, Wash., was present 
at Saratoga to do his own bidding; at 
Keeneland he had bought a_ yearling 
through Victor Heerman. Traub, sitting 
with trainer Carl Roles. was the underbid- 
der on Burton Chait’s *Royal Charger— 
Lip Rouge colt which went to the Charter 
Oak Stable. represented by trainer Sol 
Rutchick, for $45,000. 


At the beginning of the Friday night 
session, Humphrey S. Finney hammered 
for attention with an ebony-handled ivory 
gavel. After presiding over the sale of 
the Nashua season, he presented a pair of 
gold cuff links to David Morenberk as a 
memento of his 40 years in the service of 
the Fasig-Tipton Company. Morenberk 
has been responsible for records and 
cataloguing. and for bookkeeping. (“He 
can keep accounts on the back of an en- 
velope and balance to the penny,” said 
Finney.) Except for this brief venture, 
which appeared to exert a strain upon him, 
the president of Fasig-Tipton left the 
announcer’s duties in the capable hands 
of his son, John M. S. Finney. Alternating 
as auctioneers were Finney’s son-in-law 
Milton J. (Laddie) Dance Jr. and Ralph 
H. Retler. who handled their duties with 
grace. dignity, and as much speed as the 
sometimes hesitant bidding permitted. 


Insofar as The Blood-Horse summaries 
show. Mrs. James P. Mills, of Virginia, 
was the leading buyer of the week, spend- 
ing $90,000 for 3 head, including Morven 
Stud’s excellent colt by *Princequillo out 
of Sometime Thing. the second foal of 
this good stakes winner from Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s stud. (This colt had been hit in 
the eye by a clod when he was about a 
month old, and the mark was still percep- 
tible. John Finney read a certificate from 
Dr. W. Allen Hughes to the effect that the 
injury was superficial only.) Actually the 
leading buyer was trainer Eddie Holton, 
who signed 5 tabs for a total of $91,000. 
Two of these were reported in the maga- 
zine as purchased by Lou Chesler, for 
whom Holton was acting as agent. Louis 
A. Chesler is chairman of the board of 
Universal Controls, parent organization of 
the American Totalisator Company. He 
and the Mackle Brothers own the good 
runner Atoll. 


The Blood-Horse 
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Newstead Farm’s bay colt by *Turn-to out of a 
half-sister to Bold Ruler topped the Saratoga 
sales, going to agent Olin Gentry for $65,000.

The Crescendo 


at Saratoga 


The yearling market at Saratoga had 
the outward conformation of a question 
mark during the first 4 sessions. Out- 
siders wondered why the average was 
lower than in 1959, reversing the slight 
gain made at Keeneland. Disappointed 
consignors. drowning their sorrow in the 
midnight consolations of the Spuyten 
Duyvil. wondered why their best offerings 
had brought less than they expected. 
(“Everybody saw how good they were, and 
some of the people came back and saw 
them 3 or 4 times. I just don’t understand 
it.) 

At the final session. on Friday night, 
August 12. the question mark suddenly 
straightened into a towering exclamation 
point. The 54 head sold that evening 
brought $972.200, establishing a record 
for a single session at either Saratoga or 
Keeneland. The $18.004 average was the 
highest ever made at Saratoga. The session 
included the highest-priced colt and high- 
est-priced filly of the week. and it ac- 
counted for nearly half of the 26 yearlings 
which reached $25.000 during the auc- 
tions. 

The explosive bidding of the final ses- 
sion brought the average for the week to 
$11.082. which was 0.6 per cent lower than 
the 1959 figure and 3.4 per cent lower 
than the $11.400 record for the Fasig- 
Tipton Company series at Saratoga, estab- 
lished in 1957. The earlier consignors, 
like the outsiders who read the results in 
the newspapers. were still wondering about 
the “spotty” market. But close inspection 
of the results suggested that Saratoga, 
like Keeneland. was at the peak of the 
strongest yearling market ever seen. 

Humphrey S. Finney. president of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company. long skilled as an 
appraiser and also thoroughly acquainted 
with the stock to be offered. had gone 
through the catalogue before the sales and 
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estimated the price each yearling would 
bring, basing his estimates on the market 
revealed at Keeneland in the last week of 
July. Saratoga’s strength was indicated 
by the fact that Finney underestimated 
every session, though he missed the Wed- 
nesday and Thursday sessions by very 
small margins. 

By Finney’s preliminary appraisal, the 
249 yearlings he accounted for would have 
brought a total of $2.429,500, average 
$9.757, if the market at Saratoga was ap- 
proximately equal to that at Keeneland. 
There were 3 late withdrawals from the 
sale. and the 246 head which went 
through the ring exceeded Finney’s esti- 
mate (for 249) by nearly $300,000. The 
actual average was 12.8 per cent higher 
than the estimate. For the final session, 
Finney had calculated $842,000 as a fair 
return for 54 head; the actual total was 
$972.000. and the actual average was

$15,600. 


Perhaps more than any other single 


index, these comparisons revealed the 
yearling buyer’s state of mind. 

The 156 colts in the sale constituted 
62.6 per cent of the total sold, as compared 
with 56.2 per cent in 1959. Colts averaged 
$12.360. a decline of 9.2 per cent from last 
year. The 92 fillies brought a total of 
$822.700. and the $8.942 average was 12.2 
per cent higher than the $7,971 average 
for 109 fillies sold at Saratoga in 1959, 
Variations of this sort reflect differences 
in the catalogue. of course, as well as the 
demand for potential breeding stock. 


Extremely high prices had less to do 
with fixing the 1960 average than did the 
strong support for yearlings at low and 
medium prices. Minimum price for year- 
lings in the top 20 per cent was $16,500. 
as compared with $18.500 last year. But 
in the lower ranges the trend was re- 
versed. Whereas half the yearlings sold in 
1959 at Saratoga could have been obtained 
for a maximum bid of $6,000, it took a 
maximum of $7,200 to purchase the lower 
half in 1960. For the 10 per cent at the 
bottom of the distribution, the maximum 
in 1960 was $700 above that of the pre- 
vious year. And there was no evidence, 
from Finney’s estimates or elsewhere. that 
the yearlings were better.
